WwblBCtn. JDao. 4.— The t^eiilnt 
of the 'Fifty-sixth congress attracted 
that widespread attention which al- 
WKys Attaches to the anauil assem- 
hlalge «f the national lamnnlreTs. There 
was added interest In tho event this 
year, for the many far-rea^ilng ques- 
tions awaiting consi<l4ifation gave un- 
usual importance to the return of con- 
gress. Aside from this, the Roberts 
case Introduced the phase which prom- 
ised something outside of the ordin- 
ary developments of an opening day. 

Euily In the day the throngs beir-ui 
converging at the capitol. The day 
was bright and propitious, and the 
thoroiigiifareB leading to the building 
presented a'g&y anfl animated appear- 
ance. Within the biiililiiig all was 
bustle and excitement long before the 
kodir.for calling the bouse to order. 

Shortly before 11 o'clock Mr. flob- 
erts of Utah, in silk hat and blacic 
frock suit, made his way through the 
<)rowd to the members' private lobby. 
Here he ehnnoad to^aeet Mr. Rich- 
ardson, and the two held a short con- 
ference as to whether Iilr. Roberta 
would seek to address the house. A 
buzx of comment followed the gentle- 
men from ttih wherever he went, but 
there was no dlere«pectt«l demonstra 
tlon. 

Very early In the day a monster pe- 
tition, said to consist of 7,000,000 
names, protesting against the seating 
of Mf. Roberts, was 'brought into the 
hall. It had been collected by a New 
York newspaper. 

At noon the clerk of the last bouse, 
iCnJor liloDowell. used the gavel. The 
members arose and the spectators in 
the galleries ho wed their beads. In 
this stillness the voice of the l)llnd 
chaplain. Rev. Henry Couden of Mich- 
igan, was elevated, and his prayer 
made the occasion reverent 

ll^ea the rellcall was concluded. 

Clerk McDowell announced that 3ri2 
members had answered to their names, 
a quorum. "The next thing In order," 
announced the clerk, "is the election 
of a, speaker." 

Mr. Hepburn of Iowa offered a rf s'o- 
lution, which was adopted viva voce, 
providing that the house proceed to 
the election of a gpaaker tor the Fifty - 
sikth'eongress. 

FMcctluii of Speaker. 

Thereupon Mr. Groevenor of Ohio, 
as ohairman of the Republican caucus, 
presented the name of David B. Hen- 
derson of Iowa. The mention of the' 
name of General HendcrsMi was greet- 
ed with a round of applause from the 
Republican side. Mr. Hay of Virginia,! 
chairman of the Democratic caucus, 
nominated James t). Richardson of. 
Tennessee, and hi» name drew the 
plaudits of the Democratic side. Mr.' 
Rldgeley of Kansas nominated John 
a Bell of Colorado as the 'PopUlist 
«andiaate, atad 4tr. 'Wllsdn of Idaho 
placed Francis O. NeWlands of Nevada' 
In nomination as the candidate of the* 
Silver party. ( 

The rollcall resulted: Heuaerson. 
ITT;' Richardson, Ifi.S; Bell, 4, and 
NewlandB, 2. 

The clerk thereupon announced the. 
Blection of Mr. Henderson amid great 
Rr publican applause. He designated 
.Mr. Richardson, Mr. Bell and Mr. 
Newlands an a committee to esoort, 
the speaker to the chair. 

Mr. Henderson, dtter a graceful 
speech thanking the members and' 
promising impartiality in his rulings,' 
toOk the oath of ofHce. 

The speaker then announced the 
oath would be atlmlntstered to the 
(nembers by states. As the oames by 
members were called they appeared at 
the bar in groups of about a dozen 
and there, with raised bands, were 
iWom In \fr 'the ^speaker.

irts was reaqhed in the house rollcall 
the Utah meml>er-elect proceeded alone 
lo the area In front of the speaker's 
lesk and awaited the adminiitration.

4.— Promptly at 12 
o'clock noon Mr. Frye of Maine, presi- 
dent 1)1 o tern called the senate to order 
The blind chaplain, the Rev. Dr. Mil- 
burn, pronounced the invocation, mak- 
ing a beautiful, touching reference to 
the death of Vice President Hobart.

Lont?on, Dee. 4.— Thf later details 
received from MoAfler river seem to 
show that even the 4^aperate ooamge 
the attacking force displayed all day 
long (Nov. 28) failed to drive the 
Boers from their strong entrench- 
ments, and nignt fell on an undecided 
battle. But apparently, during the 
course ot the night. General Gronje, 
commanding the Boers, who are : i 
to have numbered 11,000 men, dccid* il 
that the struggle was hopeless, for the 
British found the town and surround- 
ing positions evacuated when daylight 
broke, and the whole British army 
crossed tho river and encamped on the 
Boer positions. 

The experts here are unanimous in 
expressing the opinion that Kimber- 
ley's needs must be very pressing to 
induce General Methuen to expose the 
whole of his command to the Boer 
marksmen, snugly entrenched in a 
semi-circular position. So deadly was 
the fire zone, that the Scots Guards 
were compelled to leave their Maxim 
guns behind when they were forced 
to seek less exposed ground It was 
only after dusK that a portion of th 
British troops succeeded In crossing 
the river by a mill dam on the ex 
treme left When night fell, the Boer 
artillery fire was still as vigorous and 
damaging, but the Boers' retiring saved 
the day for the British. The exhaust- 
ed condition of the British troops pre- 
cluded the possibility of a pursuit of 
the enemy. 

The conclusion of the correspondents 
that the Boera must have suffered 
heavily must be confirmed from ofil- 
cial sources before It la accepted as 
fact. In any case, the Boers retired 
without any sign of disorder, carrying 
off their guns and equipment. Tliu;^, 
General Cronje's force is still intact. 
The fact that General Methuen and 
Colonel Kekewisch are now In com- 
munication may cause a reconsidera- 
tion of the Boer commander's idau lo 
give battle at Spytefontein, where be 
might be ilmultaaeoualy attacked by 
both British forces. 

it is reported that Modder river 
bridge has been repaired, and that the 
British resumed their march towards 
Klmberley. 

The fact that the De Beeres mines 
foundry is casting shells, while the 
garrison seldom replies to the Boers' 
artillery is said to point to a scarcity 
of ammunltton at.'Klmbarl^, partially 
accounting for QaMral Methaen's 
haste. 

All the news from Natal emphasizes 
the difficulties ^fore General Clery. 
There Is growing a belief that some) 
delicate flanking operation has been 
entrusted to some tactician, while Qen- 
eral Hlldyard carries OOt tt« dMot 
front demonstration. 

The latest advlcfes from Ladysmith, 
dated Saturday. Nov..l8,«ay the shell- 
ing of that place waa eohtlnued. All 

accounts agree that the Doer shells 

were much more damagina than pre 
vlbttsly reported. 

A number of civilians and polica 
were killed or wounded, while the 
Liverpool and Gloucester battallonf 
lost 11 men on Nov. 34. 

The stage at Ladysmltb was then 
growing stronger. The Boers wer4 
estimated to number from 10,000 to 
15,000 men. The health of the Brill-^Ii 
garrison was good. The Boer force 
at COlenso Is estimated to be 16,000 
men, with U guM.

BRITISH inOWBD DOWN. 

First Stor> of the liloody Battle Qo 
3lQ4Uer Kiver. 
London. D«c 4.— The (oHowlng Is « 

dispatch from a Londou newspaper 
correspondent at Mod<' r river cauip: 
"ihe severest eugab-.iicnt our col 
umu has yet bad, ami piobably the 



severest of the whole campaign. Was 
fought on the banlu of the Modder 
river. The battle waa wafsd fieroaly 
tor nearly 14 hours. 

"The enemy Occupied a strongly en* 
trenched position, their front extend- 
ing five miles along the bank of the 
stream. They were well supplied with, 
artillery and fought deaperately. 

"The battle started at ilaybreak, our 
guns shelling the Boer's left fbe 
enemy replied with artillery, Hotch- 
kiss and Maxims, and the artillery 
duel lasted some hours. Then there 
was a brief lull In the enemy's opera- 
tion, of which the general immediately 
took advantage. Our infantry moved 
acrcM the plain towards the river in 
two brigades. The Guards on the 
right were met by an awful bail off bal- 
lets from the enemy's sharpshooters, 
posted close to the river on the oppo- 
site bank. Ours had no cover what- 
ever and ware simply mowed down. 
It seemed Impossible to live through 
the terrible fire, but the brave fellows 
did not retreat an inch. The Boer Are 
was horribly accurate, and they must 
have numbered at least 10,000. 

"The SeOta Quarda aiHraiiced 600 
yards before tliey were fVrod on. Then 
they had to lie down to escape the 
deadly fusllade, which lasted without 
intermission throughout the day. 

"The Highlanders made several at- 
tempts to force a passage of the rlv r, 
but they were exposed to such a mur- 
derous enfilading fire that they had to 
retire after they had suffered terribly. 

"Subsequently a party ot Guards got 
over and held their own for hours 
against a vastly superior force. 

"The general opinion of the staff Is 
that there had never been a sustained 
fire In the annals of the British army 
as that which our troops had to face. 
Our men fell in dozens while trying to 
rush the bridge. 

"The British guns kept up a heavy 
fire all day, and fearful havoc was 
wrought on the Boer positions, the 
enemy being forced to fly from their 
entrenchments. Night put an end to 
the terrible bloodshed. The infantry 
brigade was dreadfully cut up. 

"The Boers retreated at night, tak- 
ing their guns with them, and we arc 
now occupying their positions. The 
enemy's loss was tremendous." 

A Dublin correspondent declares 
that "owing to startling Information 
as to the existence of a dynamite con- 
spiracy in or(ler to quicken the flow 
of Boer subscriptions, the executive 
has decided to double the guards at all 
the military barracks In the district" 

Choate on the "Alliance." 
London, Deo. 4.— Hon. Joseph H. 
Choate, the United States ambassador. 

It Is claimed, was not only unaware 
of the tenor of the speech delivered 
by Joseph Chamberlain at Leicester 
Nov. 80, when he himself was speaking 
at the .\merlcan Thanksgiving ban- 
quet in London, but was also ignorant 
of the fact that the secretary for the 
colonies was making any speech the 
same day. While refusing to oxiuress 
an opinion on Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech, Mr. Choate drew attention to 
his own speccli, which included the 
statement that he believed the watch- 
word ot the United States was still 
"no entangling alliances." 

Young Hay's Appotatmeat. 

London, Dec. 4.— The afternoon 

newspapers welcome the appointment 
of Adelbert K. Hay as I'nited States 
consul at Pretoria. Tho Westminster 
Gazette says: "if Mr. Chamberlain is 
speaking today be will undoubtedly 
turn to Mr. Hay':-! appointment as con- 
vincing proof that an alliance exists. 
We do not make such a sweeping dec- 
laration. It sulRces to say it is pleas- 
ant to think our interests are repre- 
sented l)y one whose representations 
can hardly fail to be received with con- 
sideration by the TranavaaL" 

Paris, Dec. 4.— The committee torra* 
ed by the new Panama Canal company 
has Just published a report on tht 
ttalt made by the delegates of the 
company to the Isthmus, where they 
inspected the eanal works aad on the 
best way to finish the work begun. The 
report makes a comparison between 
the Panama and Nlcaragtian routes 
and says: "The Nicaraguan Canal 
would pass right through a voRknic 
district. Earthquakes arc frequent in 
the neighborhood, and have several 
times destroyed the cities Of Leon and 
Qreneada." The report saya works and 
material handed om by the old Pan- 
ama company ara In a good state oi 
preservation. 

VesKela Ashore. 

Vancouver, H. C, Dec. 4. — Unusually 
cold weather and heavy gales an re 
ported from New Seaiand.

Simultaneously her physical health de- 
clined. Mrs. Clay iieck waa her aiater, 
and lived near the Yeatoa homeatead, 
where Miaa Wylie was then and is now 
making her home. Mrs. Heck was af- 
flicted with heart trouble, bat waa not 
canaidered to be in a dangerona condi- 
tion.
